WAR. 


@HO. F. WALTER. 


This is a time of war. It is 
nothing new for nations to be 
engaged in war; this has been 
going on for ages. But the time 
is drawing near when they will 
cease. This is a time when gov- 
ernments are calling for men. 
It is a time when the greatest 
preparations are being made 
among nations for war. It is a 
time when men are being trained 
for service in the army. 

But the war about which I1 
want to speak more particularly 
is the spiritual warfare. It isa 
warfare in which all nations and 
individuals should be engaged. 
Nations call first for young men, 
so does the Lord. The Word 
says, ‘‘Remember now thy Crea- 
tor in the days of thy youth.’’ 
This includes both sexes. Oh, 
that young people could see the 
great importance of these words 
and get salvation in the days of 
their youth, before their minds 
have developed to any degree in 
sin. God calls every young per- 
son to service; it grieves my 
heart to know that so few an- 
swer the call. What is life with- 
out salvation? ‘‘Vanity,’’ saith 
the wise man. 

Now, when a young man is 
called to serve in the war he is 
given training that makes him 
strong, robust and brave; he is 


given a uniform and instruments | 


of war. So, when one engages 
in the service of the Lord he is 
(or can be) equipped with every- 
thing that is essential to his 
winning in the batule against the 
enemy. 

When armies are engaged in 
battle they never think of de- 
feat. So must they be who are 
in the battle for the Lord, they 
must never think of defeat, be- 
cause there is no necessity of it. 
The Lord is always with them 
that are in the battle for the 
right and the Lord never knew 
any defeat. 

The soldier boys are never 
taught to retreat; neither do we 
find anywhere in the word of 
God that any soldier of Jesus 
Christ should retreat. Soldiers 
in the army must never break 
rank; neither must they in bat- 
tle for the Lord. To retreat or 
fall back always means defeat. 


You, my friend—are you a 
soldier? and what kind of one 
are you? Are you engaged in 
the battle for the Lord? And 
are you determined to win the 
victory? Do you know what it 


takes to win the victory? Have} 
you responded to thecall? Have 
you the complete salvation? 


Have you on the uniform? Are 
you in line? Are you fully sur- 
rendered to the Lord? It takes 
a full surrender to win the vic- 
tery over the enemy. 


In war among nations, soldiers 
are engaged day and _ night, 
through heat and cold, dry or 
wet, hungry and tired, facing 


good soldiers of Jesus and win 
the victory for Him, we will not 


pay any attention to the cold | judge, shall give me at that day: 


Jesus speaks in Mat. 25 :35—40, 
or will you be found with those 
in verses 41—46. 

We certainly learned a good 
lesson in the Sunday school 
lesson, in the account of the 
four men bringing the sick man 
to Jesus. Note their determina- 
tion; they would not as much as 
let the house nor the multitude 
of people hinder them from get- 
ting to Jesus. How many peo- 
ple today lack determination! 
They allow a little of nothing to 
hinder them from getting to 
Jesus that they might thus be 
equipped for service. 

In this great warfare, let us 
remember that Jesus is our King, 
and that failure is impossible if 
we only obey Hiscommands. In 
2 Tim. 2:3,4, we read: ‘*Thou 
therefore endure hardness, as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ. No 
man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this 
life.” 

When Pharaoh and his army 


pursued after Moses and the 
children of Israel, Moses said 
unto the children of Israel, ‘‘The 
Lord will fight for you.’’ That 
ought to encourage us to press 
the battle and to not waver in 
the least. In 1 Tim. 6: 12, we 
}are admonished to ‘‘fight the 
igood fight of faith.’’ We must 
i have a faith that will not waver. 
| We may not always be able to 
isee the enemy, neither can we 
|see our King, but we have the 
promise that He will always be 
|with us, even unto the end. 
| One soldier could not do much 
‘alone, neither can we, alone, do 
/much, but Paul says, in writing 
to the Philippians, “I can do 
‘all things through Christ which 
istrengtheneth me.’’ Paul en- 
| dured persecution after persecu- 
| tion for Jesus’ sake, and we have 
ithe same Ohrist that he had. 





| The national bugle has sound- 
led many times, saying, ‘*Get in 
lline for battle, for the enemy is 
‘athand!” And it means fight 
or defeat. Surely the great 
trumpet is being sounded in all 
nations to prepare them for the 
great day of the Lord. Nations 
are being warned to get in line 
having on the uniform which is 
the Holy Ghost.
